The United Nations Amateur Radio Club station 4U1UN was on the air for the first 
time in some years on 22nd August. There is ongoing work in train which it is hoped 
will ensure that 4U1UN is heard regularly in future. The station is located at the UN 
Headquarters Building in New York and counts as a separate entity for the DXCC 
Award. 


Laci HAONAR will be QRV from Guadeloupe as FG/HGOR from 27th August — 7th 
September. Activity will be on all bands 160 — 6m on CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL via 
Club Log OQRS. 


A group of Polish operators will sign EXOPL from Kyrgyzstan from Ist - 10th 
September. Look for them on all HF bands and QSLs go via SP9OKAT. 


A multi-national team of YL operators will sign TM64YL from the French island of 
Noirmoutier until 31st August. They will be on SSB, CW, RTTY and FT8 and QSLs 
go via F4GDI.
